The plain truth is that this 
country. has never had and never 
will have a strong foreign policy 
—short of war. We won't have 
one because we can’t. 

Secretary Dulles has _ been 
much less successful than was 
Dean Acheson. But neither was 
able to produce a policy which 
won full acceptance at home or 
abroad. 

Under our system the Congress 
is Secretary of State. And when 
the President wishes to be, he is 
Secretary of State. 

Mr. Nixon ought to cease myth 
peddling because we must all 
support the President and Sec- 
retary Dulles. And we must sup- 
port them so well that the Con- 
gress, and the factions in it, 
can’t be Secretary of State and 
President, too. We can do that 
only if the people make up their 
minds, 

For example, Senator Know- 
lar@™ and his group say that if 
other nations vote Red China 
into the United Nations he will 
lead the United States out of it. 

The British take the view that 
Ree China probably will be voted 
in and that it will be a good 
thing since she will not be on the 
Security Council and will not 
have the right of veto. They 
argue it will be better to have 
her in than out, as it has been 
better to have Red Russia in 
than out. 

Now, obviously, the United 
States cannot vote to admit Red 
China to the United Nations. We 
cannot do so-morally or prac- 
tically. 

But, we must now consider 
what we wish to do if she is 
voted in by those who believe 
it better to have her in—and 
committed to the principles of 
the UN—than outside. 

We must think—and study—

Hard Going

As both 
Mr. Churchill and Mr. LEisen- 
hower see it, it involves nego- 
tiation and compromise—without 
anpeasement. Wars are avoided 
by the patient, precipitated by 
the reckless. 

The plain truth is—and this is 
what Mr. Nixon and all leaders 
of both parties should be telling 
the American people—that the 
once-strong coalition of allies 
against communism is about to 
collapse. 

Those in America who have 
been yammering ‘“‘to go it alone’”’ 
realize this. That is why they 
were so angry with the British 
for urging an Asian agreement 
which included Red China. The 
thought of going it alone was 
not so attractive when it seemed 
probable. 

The American people must 
think now whether they want to 
compromise with the British and 
French—or whether they want 
to pull out of the United Nations 
and the alliance against com- 
munism and go it alone.

Albany and Dougherty 
Consider Consolidation 


The nation is oversupplied with gov- 
ernments and a desire for economy is 
bringing about mergers. 


Atlanta and Fulton County have their 
Plan of Improvement. Under this plan 
many overlapping functions of the two 
governments have been combined. Even- 
tually it may lead to one government, 
for the interests of the citizens.of both city 
and county are the same. 

Albany and Dougherty County are 
other examples. City and county schools 
systems, health boards and tax offices 
have been consolidated there. 

There is a strong feeling in Dougherty 
that one government for city and county 
is logical and inevitable. This is not 
always true for all counties with urban 
centers. It is practical in some cases but 
not in others. 

Writing in the Georgia Local Govern- 
ment Journal, B. C. Gardner Jr. and G. 
Stuart Watson, representatives of Dough- 
erty County, trace the history of consoli- 
dation in their city and county. It goes 
back a quarter of a century and may end 
this fall when the voters there pass on an 
enabling act allowing the two govern- 
ments to merge. 

The trend is in favor of the advocates 
of consolidation. Messrs. Gardner and 
Watson point out that the number of gov- 
ernmental units in the country declined by 
more than 39,000 between 1942 and 1952. 
Economy was the reason in most of the 
case. There is no reasom why cities, as 
well as counties, should not have some tax 
return from the states. This return to 
counties is out of date as urban centers 
in all of them grow in population. 

Mayor William B. Hartsfield is con- 
cerned over the way governments with 
higher priorities are pre-empting the tax 
field. Cities are having an increasingly 
Aard time finding ways to finance them- 
Government is expensive. There is no 
doubt that we support mofe governments 
than we need. The number of local gov- 
ernments is decreasing. Politics, like busi- 
ness, is subject to economic laws. People 
will subsidize inefficiency in government 
for so long, but not forever.

*On July 4 a free food market returned 
to England with the lifting of war imposed 
controls on meat, and meat-loving Britons 
rejoiced. The English are a beef-eating 
race, and for many years have tried with 
good grace and a minimum of black mar- 
keting to change their habits of diet. Aus- 
terity was the price of victory in England. 
In the Jean years of peace, controls have 
been lifted slowly, until finally something 
approximating a free market has returned. 

This summer the Liverpool Cotton Ex- 
change reopened, too, It is one of the great 
auction markets for one of the world’s 
most important commodities. Trading on 
the exchange was suspended at the out- 
break of World War II. The first trans- 
action on the reopened exchange was the 
purchase of 100 bales of American cotton 
at a price set by the fundamental eco- 
nomic law of supply and demand. 

The cost of military victory was high 
in Britain, and almost was disastrous, Fif- 
teen years after the war began’ nine 
years after its end in Europe, England is 
winning the battle on the home front.

ATLANTA—The contention of 
Sen.

In Crosby v. State, 90 Ga. App. 
63, decided April 13, 1954, it was 
ruled that, while a law-enforce- 
ment officer will not be required 
to divulge the identity of a mere 
informer, it is error to refuse to 
permit disclosure of the name of 
the decoy who actually procured, 
at the instance of the officer, 
the evidence upon which a prose- 
cution was based. 

The Court of Appeals pointed 
out: 

“There is, however, a _ vast 
difference between an informer 
(usually a citizen who communi- 
cates to public authorities suspect- 

ed of infractions of penal laws) 
and a decoy (usually a person 
employed, or used, by law-en- 
forcement agencies to obtain evi- 
dence upon which prosecutions 
are based).”’

Republicans, the measure still puts chief emphasis on relief for busi- 


ness and industry. 

This is on the theory that such 
will help to expand production, 
create jobs, and thus benefit the 
average fellow and his family. Sec- 
retary Humphrey resents the Dem- 
ocratic habit of calling this ‘“‘the 
trickle-down-from-the-top theory,’ 
denies the imputation. 

Improvement in economic condi- 
tions and a slight decrease recent- 
ly in unemployment were tndoubt- 
edly effective in the failure of 
Democrats to get direct relief for 
the rank-and-file taxpayers through 
increase in personal exemptions, 

By standing firm against across- 
the-board direct tax relief, the ad- 
ministration took a certain politi- 
cal risk, Already labor is making 
this an issue against the Republi- 
Cans. 

From the debate in House and 
Senate, the administration came 
out with the two principles of the 
tax bill preserved upon which it 
had insisted for relief of business 
and industry. However, the final 
form of one of these principles de- 
pends upon the joint conference 
committee of the two branches 
which now has the task of com- 
posing the differences between the 
House and Senate versions of the 
tax bill, subject to final congres- 
sional approval. 

This is the dividend tax redue- 
tion. A major part of that, the 
percentage deduction, was deleted 
from the Senate measure. But the 
Senate bill still kept exemption of 
the first $50 of dividends. Conse- 
quently, the principle is sure to 
become imbedded in the law. This 
dividend tax relief, which Demo- 
crats called relief for ‘‘coupon- 
clippers,"’ was the chief concern 
of big Republican campaign con- 
tributors, 


The second business relief fea- 
ture of the tax bill upon which the 
administration laid emphasis is the 
increased depreciation allowance 
for plants and equipment — a pro- 
vision which Sen. Wayne Morse 
(Ind., Ore), -who tried in vain to 
eliminate it, called ‘‘a handout and 
a subsidy to big business at the 
cost of taxpayers of the nation.” 
In support of his assertion that it 
would result in ‘‘an appalling loss 
of revenue,”’ he cited estimates by 
the staff of the Joint Committee 
on Internal Revenue of increasing 
taxation losses in successive years. 

In revealing the hypocrisy he got 
an assist from Sen. Hubert Hum- 
phrey (D-Minn) who assailed tax 
losses not only from the increased 
depreciation allowances, but from 
many other special provisions for 
business, including the 279 per 
cent depletion allowance for the oil 
industry and oil men, which is a 
flat exemption of that amount be- 
fore taxes are computed, 

It was previously reported here 
how the Senate refused to permit 
a record, roll-call vote on amend- 
ment to reduce the oil depletion 
exemption — one jointly sponsored 
by two Republicans, Sens. John 
Williams (Del) and George Aiken 
(Vt), the other by a Democrat, 
Sen. Douglas (Ill). Both were de- 
feated, 

The reason for this secrecy on 
the vote affecting oi] was blurted 
out by Sen. Douglas, who said that 
this windfall had helped to create 
the Texas oil multimillionaires,

(Matthew 6:34).

meaning of money and possessions. 
Then He says that no one can 
serve two masters, God and mam- 
mon. You cannot love both God 
and money, One must be the mas- 
ter and the other subservient to 
the master’s control. 

This is followed by His teaching 
concerning the value one should 
place in food and clothes and such 
things. He was speaking to a gen- 
eration of men who were spending 
too much time and thought and 
effort in the acquiring of food and 
raiment, who were too greatly con- 
cerned about possessions and too 
little concerned about God.

The day’s own 
trouble is enough for the day.”

Probably there 
isn't the flimsiest idea in London 
that the wishes of the United States 
with respect to keeping Red China 
out of the U.N. would be rejected 
by two-thirds of the members of 
the United Nations Assembly. But 
by sticking to the Red China side, 
the British and perhaps the new 
French cabinet become the friends 
of the Peiping regime. This could 
mean a whole lot in East-West 
trade negotiations and other diplo- 
matic moves and could even cause 
the Moscow government to make 
concessions to the British and 
French. The result, therefore, 
might bring benefits to the British 
and French without any substantial 
harm being done to the objective 
sought by the United States. For 
Red China would be kept out of the 
U.N. anyhow. 

2. It is conceivable that London 
and Paris are totally unaware of 
the depth of feeling in the United 
States about Red China's aggres- 
sion. To talk about the United

may really become academic. For 
if the U.N. did admit Red China, 
its prestige would sink ‘so low in 
the United States that the absence 
or presence of the United Sttaes 
delegates in the U.N. would be 
meaningless Once an organization 
tears up its own pledged word and 
makes of a treaty a ‘scrap of pa- 
per,” there is not much use worry: 
ing about how many meetings the 
American delegates would attend 
thereafter. 

Nobody here has ;any quarrel 
with the people in China but only 
with the war criminals in Peiping. 
To accept these evil men as broth- 
ers is to tell the people of all of 
Asia that the West is capit 
It would mean that South 


unless she decides to fight for her 
life. A resumption of fighting 
would bring new complications for 
the United States. Japan would Be 
frightened, and the chance to build 
an army there for Far Eastern de- 
fense would be impaired. Admis- 
sion of Red China indeed might set 
off a series of happenings that 
could bring on a general war. It is 
a dangerous step.

State Tops Region 
In Defense Work 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

Georgia's contribution to this country’s national defense 
program so far this year is far ahead of that made by any 
other Southeastern state. 

Seventeen federal contracts worth $9,186,603 were awarded 
15 Georgia firms last month, bringing the total value of un- 
classified contracts let in the state during the first half of 1954 
to $76,047,792. 

In the other six Southeastern states of Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Tennessee and the Carolinas the cumulative total 
of unclassified federal contracts awarded in the first half of this 
year was $56,027,723, some $19 million under the amount paid 
for goods and services in Georgia. 

Furthermore, this state accounted for nearly half of the 
region’s June total of $19.5 million. 


Georgia construction firms took in most of last sents total 
for the state, $7.3 million. The two biggest projects, multi-million 
jobs, were being constructed by Atlanta and Columbus contractors 
in Kentucky and Florida. 


Other federal contracts within the state last month called 
for sugar, paint, flying suits, lacquer, heating equipment, cotton 
trousers, and aircraft parts, tools and equipment. 

The proportion going into construction work in Georgia, and 
reflected in the region's other states, is a good indication of the 
major role played by this industry in buoying up the nation’s 
economy. 

The federal projects listed in Monday’s report by the At- 
lanta field office of the U.S. Commerce Dept., Incaide, of course, 
only public works such as military installations and rivers and 
harbors. 


Private construction in Georgia and the Southeast, which 
includes industrial, commercial and residential, continues as 
a major factor by continuing to climb ahove year ago levels. 

Although the $76 million worth of contracts awarded firms 
in this state during the first half of the year were easily ahead 
in value, they were not in number, with a total of 88. 


Second-place North Carolina had the most contracts—115— 
but they were valued at only $18.9 million. Other awards in- 
cluded 56 in Alabama worth $14.5 million, 39 in Tennessee valued 
at $9.7 million, 57 in Florida worth $6.2 million, 41 in South 
Carolina for $4.1 million, and 15 in Mississippi totaling $3.5 
million. 

Georgia’s continuing high rate of industrial activity, which 
is among those setting the nation’s pace, should keep the state 
in its regional leadership—and increase its national status—as a 
supplier of goods and services for the federal government for 
some time to come. 


Gth in Cotton Goods 


With an output of 418,461,000 linear yards, Georgia was the 
nation’s sixth largest producer of finished cotton woven goods 
Jast year, according to the Bureau of the Census annual report. 
South Carolina led the nation with 1.8 billion yards. 

Total output in the Southeast—3.8 billion yards—was nearly 
200 million yards greater than in 1952, and was far ahead of 
either the New England or Middle Atlantic region. 


Employment Trend Still Up 


The upward trend of employment in the U.S. which began 
last February was extended in May for the fourth consecutive 
month. The number of civilians employed rose to 61,119,000 in 
May from 60,598,000 in April and from 59,753,000 in January, 
the Alexander Hamilton Institute said Monday. 

The rise in employment from April to May, it added, was 
more than sufficient to offset an increase in the available supply 
of labor from 64,063,000 to 64,425,000. As a result, the number 
unemployed declined to 3,305,000 in May from 3,465,000 in April, 
although it was nearly two million above the year ago figure.

taxes. Its spending was chiefly 
on schools, roads, health and 
welfare. 

During the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1953, Georgia took in 
$225,440,107 and spent -$224,959,- 
940. 

The 3 per cent sales tax pro- 
duced $102,675,776, or 45 per cent 
of the total revenue. The gaso- 
line and auto tag taxes produced 
approximately $64,000,000, or 29 
per cent. The remaining $33,000,- 
000, or 14 per cent, came from 
iaxes on cigarettes, liquor, insur- 
ance premiums, property and 
other sources. 

The state spent $113,436,955, or 
50 per cent, on its schools. It 
spent $53,193,230, or 24 per cent, 
on roads and bridges. It spent 
$20,299,634, or 9 per cent on 
health and health institutions. It 
spent $15,348,606, or 7 per cent, 
on direct benefits to citizens. 
The remaining $22,681,513, or 10 
per cent, went to finance all other 
state agencies.
